Shotguns began making'from Santa has been prom- 
their appearance In Califor-' lied DX ''lon " 
nla Highway Patrol cars this 
month, according to Bradford 
M. Crittcnden, Commissioner 
of the Patrol.

"The California Legisla­ 
ture, In authorizing the in­ 
stallation of shotguns in Pa­ 
trol cars, has Improved the 
Highway Patrol's ability to 
protect not only Its own offi­ 
cers but the general motoring 
public at well against the ac­ 
tivities nf known felons," 
Crittcnden declared 'The 
need for this added protec­ 
tion has been growing stead­ 
ily, particularly as It pertains 
to attacks on members of the 
Patrol and other peace offl 
cers.

"These shotguns will be 
fired only under clrcum- 
stances which provide legal 
and moral justification for 
taking a human lift- and then 
only at a felon," Crittenden 
declared. "They are not to be 
used to stop speeders trying 

.to evade arrest, hut as 
i'hack-up weapon' in such cir- 
Icumstances as a roadblock, 
! prison escape, or the appr«- 
heniion of a known felon."
